Tun  Alabama  Baptist  State  Convention 
met  this  day,  in  its  Fifty- Second  Annual 
Session,  pursuant  to  adjournment,  in  bluntsville  Bap- 
tist Church,  at  10:80  a,  m. 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  Pres- 
ident, Bro.  Jonathan  Haralson. 

The  opening  devotional  exercises  were  conducted 
by  Rev.  S.  Henderson,  I).]).,  by  reading  the  145th 
Psalm,  singing  231st  hymn  and  prayer. 

In  the  absence  of  the  Secretary,  Bro.  B.  B.  Davis 
was  requested  to  act  as  Secretary  pro  tern. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  Winkler,  it  was  agreed  that  the 
representatives  present  of  the  various  constituent  bod- 
ies, tributary  to  this  Convention, whether  represented 
at  last  session  or  no,  be  recognized  as  members  of 
this  Convention,  and  that  the  Secretary  be  requested 
to  have  all  their  names  printed  together  in  the 
Minutes.

On  motion  of  Bro.  J.  F.  Lannean,it  was  agreed  that 
D*r.  Boyce  should  have  an  opportunity  to  present  the 
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interests  of   the  Southern  Baptist  Theological  Sem- 
inary  at  4  o'clock,  today. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Henderson  a  Committee  of  three 
was  appointed  to  shape  the  centennial  movement, and 
that  their  report  should  be  the  special  business  at  10 
o'clock  to-morrow  morning,  Committee,  S.  Hender- 
son, E.  T.  Winkler  and  Joseph  Shackleford. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  Bussey  it  was  resolved,  that  the 
Convention  meet  each  day  at  8:80  a.  m.,  spend  HO 
minutes  on  Devotional  Exercises,  adjourn  at  12:30 
p.  K.,  meet  at  3:30  p.  m.,  and  adjourn  at  6:30  P.  M. 

A  communication  from  D.  C.  B.  Connerly,  Princi- 
pal, was  read,  inviting  us  to  the  Literary  exhibition 
of  the  Huntsville  High  School,  accompanied  with 
complimentary  tickets,  and  on  motion  the  thanks  of 
the  Convention  were  tendered  him  and  leave  of  ab- 
sence granted  to  such  members  as  desired  to  at- 
tend. 

On  motion  adjourned  to  3:30  p.  m.,  with  prayer.

Missions  which,  after  earnest  discussion,  was 
adopted.

J3ro.  J.  Shackleford,  chairman,  presented  a  Report 
on  the  Board  of  Education,  which  on  motion  was 
laid  on  the  table.     (Appendix  B.) 

Dr.  Winkler,  on  behalf  of  the  l»oard  of  Trustees 
of  Howard  College,  read  the  report,  which  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Education.  (Appendix 
C) 

D.  W.  Gwin,  President  of  the  Educational  Board, 
presented  his  report  which  was  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Education.     (Appendix  D.) 

On  motion  of  Bro.  Shackleford  the  vacancy  in  the 
Board  of  Education  was  tilled, by  the  appointment  of 
Bro.  W.  C.  Ward. 

The  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Judson 
Female  Institute  was  read,  (Appendix  E,)  and  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Education. 

The  hour  of  4  having  arrived,  Dr.  J.  P.  Boyce, 
President  of  Southern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary, 
gave  a  concise  and  deeply  interesting  statement  of 
the  condition  of  the  Seminary,  whereupon  the  fol- 
lowing, offered  by  Dr.  Renfro,  was  adopted: 

RESOLVED,  That  we  have  lUteued  with  great  satisfaction  to 
the  address  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Boyce,  of  Kentucky,  in  the  Inter- 
ests of  the  8.  B  Theo.  iSeminary,  and  that  he  in  hereby  invited 
to  occupy  our  State,  during  the  centennial  year,  with  hucIi 
agencies  as  he  may  think  proper,  to  further  the  endowment  of 
the  Seminary. 

And  on  motion  of  Dr.  Winkler, 

RK80LVED,  That  we  recognize  with  devout  gratitude  to  God 
the  success  which  has  attended  the  labors  of  our  beloved  Bro. 
Boyce  and  his  co-adjutors,  for  the  endowment  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  and  those  Indications  of  its  en- 
larging prosperity  which  attend  the  centennial  year. 

The  Report  of  the  President  of  the  Alabama  Cen- 
tral Female  College  was  read  and  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Education.    (Appendix  F.)

At  8:30  i>.  m.,  notwithstanding  very  unfavorable 
weather,  quite  a  number  assembled  in  the  Baptist 
Church  to  hear  the  Convention  sermon,  preached  by 
Bro.  E.  T.  Smyth,  of  Oxford,  from  the  6th  chap.  2nd 
Corinthians*  part  6th  verse— * 'for  ye  are  the  temple 
of  the  living  God  ;  as  God  hath  said  I  will  dwell  in 
in  them  and  walk  in  them  ;  and  I  will  be  their  God 
and  they  shall  be  my  people." 
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Friday  Morning,  8:30. 

After  a  half  hour  was  devoted  to  religious  exercises 
conducted  by  Bro.  W.  C.  Cleveland  the  Convention 
was  called  to  order  by  the  President,  when  on  mo- 
tion, Brethren  W.  B.  Crumptonj^and  J.  H.  Foster 
were  appointed  to  supply  the  vacancies  in  the  Com- 
mittee on  Sabbath  Schools. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Gwin,  a  committee  of  laymen  was 
appointed  to  nominate  the  one  who  is  to  preach  the 
Convention  sermon  at  the  next  Convention.  Com- 
mittee: R.  W.  Beck,  W.  C.  Ward,  D.  B.  Edwards, 
R.  C,  Jones. 

A  communication  from  the  Ladies  Benevolent  So- 
ciety of  Town  Creek  Church,  of  Lowndes  county, 
giving  an  account  of  their  work  and  urging  the  for- 
mation of  similar  female  societies  for  missionary  pur- 
poses, was  read  and  on  motion  of  Bro.  Ward  The 
Alabama  Baptist  was  requested  to  print  it. 

The  hour  of  10  o'clock,  set  apart  for  the  hear- 
ing of  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Centennial 
having  arrived,  Dr.  M.  T.  Sumner,  V.  P.,  was  called 
to,  and  on  taking  the  chair,  called  attention  to  the 
fact,  that  a  Rosewood  Gavel  had  been  presented  to 
the  Convention  by  Bro.  Jon.  Haralson,  when  on  mo- 
tion of  Bro.  Renfroe,  the  Convention  accepted  the 
gift,  and  the  thanks  of  the  Convention  were  tendered 
to  the  donor. 

The  members  of  the  Press  were  invited  to  seats 
in  the  Convention. 

Dr.  S.  Henderson,  chairman,  then  presented  the 
Report  of  the  Committee  on  Centennial,  (Appendix 
G.)  The  report  was  most  forcibly  supported  by 
Dr.  Winkler,  Henderson.  Coleman,  Gwin,  Lowry, 
Weatherly,  Reeves,  Shackleford,  Ira  Foster  and  Ren- 
froe, and  on  motion,  unanimously  adopted. 
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Dr.  Renfroe,  President  of  Sunday  School  Hoard, 
made  bis  report  which  was  read,  and  on  motion  of 
Dr.  Henderson  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Sabbath 
Schools,  with  instruction  to  report  at  10  o'clock  to- 
morrow, it  being  made  the  special  business  for  that 
hour.     (Appendix  II.) 

Bro.  D.  G.  Lyon,  mailing  and  financial  agent  of 
The  Alabama  Baptist,  read  his  report,  which  on  mo- 
tion of  Dr.  Cleveland  was  referred  to  a  committee  of 
seven,  (Appendix  1.)  Committee;  W.  C.  Cleveland, 
J.  Shackleford,  E.  T.  Smyth,  J.  II.  Foster,  D.  G.  Ly- 
on, Z.  D.  Roby  and  J.  O'B.  Lowry. 

On  motion,  adjourned.

The  Minutes  were  read  and  approved.  Bro.  S. 
Henderson,  from  th^  committee  to  nominate  time  and 
place  for  the  next  Convention,  reported  city  of  Mont- 
gomery, on  Thursday  before  the  third  Sabbath  in 
July,  1870,  at  10:30  a.  m.,  which  was  unanimously 
adopted.

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Renfroe,    Wilkes    and     Bailey,     and     on     motion 
adopted.

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APPENDIX  A. 
REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

If  we  would  obey  the  command,  illustrate  the  spirit,  usher 
in  the  glory,  and  on  other  interests  invoke  the  benediction  of 
Christ  wo  muHt  be  heartily  enlisted  in  the  work  of  Foreign  Mis- 
sions. Bound  to  every  believer's  faith  by  bin  Redeemer  is 
tiiis  daily  petition,  "Thy  kingdom  come.  Thy  will  bo  done  lit 
earth  hs  in  heaven."  To  footer  this  mission  is  to  please  Him  ; 
to  frown  upon  it,  or  to  fnee  Him  without  a  practical  interest  in 
it  is  to  incur  in  some  way  a  fearful   retribution. 

In  former  years  Alabama  Baptists,  as  well  as  others,  gave  to 
some  extent  largely,  but  of  late  because  of  civil  and  providen- 
tial trials  ami  consequent  depreciation  of  our  responsibility  to 
this  work,  we  as  well  as  others  have  been  making  viry  meagre 
contributions.  During  the  fiscal  year  of  the  S.  B.  Convention, 
eliding  April  21,  l<S7.r),  the  Baptists  of  Alabama  Rave  to  Foreign 
Missions  $1,029  03,  which,  estimating  our  number  at  75,<mk)  U 
about  Ij  cents  per  member.  Massachusetts,  not  belonging  to 
our  Convention,  gave  the  Foreign  Board  over  one-fifth  of  what 
Alabama,  that  originated  the  Board,  gave  it"  even  the  Ameri- 
can Tract  Society  gave  one-half  as  much,  and  one  man  in  Balti- 
more gave  two  ami  a  half  times  as  much  as  Alabama  gave.  Our 
minimum  assessment  was  only  four  and  three-fifth  cents  per 
head,  and  if  it  had  been  paid  the  Board's  deficit  of  $2,218  til 
would  not  have  occurred,  (tut  a  surplus  of  $2.r><)  would  have  been 
in  its  treasury;  If  we  paid  one  cent  a  week  we  could  sustain 
the  entire  Foreign  Missionary  work  of  the  S.  B.  C.  and  also 
employ  four  Evangelists  for  our  State  Missions  at  a  valary  of 
$1,.V)0  each  per  an  num.  We  need  a  revival  of  the  spirit  of  mis- 
sions. Woe  to  the  soul  or  to  the  denomination  in  whioh  it  de- 
clines. 

To  Africa,  that  our  force  of  two  Native  Missionaries,  (several 
having  been  suspended  for  lack  of  funds),  Imlght  be  replen- 
ished, two  missionaries,  W.  J.  David,  (white),  and  W.  W. 
Col  ley,  (colored),  were  sent  in  February.  The  claims  of  this 
mission  should  bo  urged,  especially  upon  colored  Baptists. 

In  China,  the  gospel  it  appears  is  taking  hold  of  the  people. 
All  denominations  are  vigorously  at'work  in  that  prophetic  and 
populous  land.  Our  missionaries  are  Brethren  (/raves,  Craw- 
ford, Yates,  Hart  Well,  Williams,  and  their  wives,  and  Misses 
Lottie  and  Eddie  Moore  and  Whilden.  Bro.  Hartwell  and 
wife, owing  to  the  latter's  feeble  health  .returned, and  Mrs.Llow- 
ellen,  of  Texas,  is  accepted  and  expecting  to  sail  soon  to  China. 
It  encourages  to  know  that  these  missionaries  will  soon  have  a 
Mission  Home  erected,  mainly  by  the  contribution  of  $4,010 
from  the  Baltimore  brethren.  Their  labors  have  been  greatly 
blessed— one  church,  the  North  street  church,  in  Chung  Chow, 
supports  its  one  native  preacher,  and  one  in  Canton  has  during 
the  year  received  by  baptism  twenty-five.  Bro.  Yates  reports 
$3.8<i0  raised  by  the 'Baptists  of  Shanghai  for  missions. 

In  Italy,  Dr.  G.  B.  Taylor,  with  a  noble  band  of  assistants,  is 
greatly  encouraged,  having  received  by  baptism  forty-four.  He 
begs  that  we  pray  for  the  chief,  abiding  need  at  home  and 
abroad,  the  outpouring  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  We  are  glad  to  urge

APPENDIX  B. 
REPORT  OF   COMMITTEE  ON  EDUCATION. 

Your  committee  on  education  Rubmlt  the  following: 

It  Is  beyond  question,  that  the  welfare  of  our  people  and  tho 
perpetuation  of  both  their  civil  and  religious  liberties  depend 
In  a  great  measure  upon  the  education  and  enlightenment  of 
the  masses.  We  therefore  urge  most  earnestly  the  member*  of 
this  Convention,  and  the  Churches  which  they  represent,  to 
foster  and  sustain  common  schools,  for  it  is  through  these  that 
the  great  majority  of  our  people  are  to  receive  whatever  of  an 
education   they  may  obtain. 

It  is  unnecessary  for  your  committee  to  offer  any  argument 
to  this  Convention,  in  favor  of  an  educated  ministry.  Our 
ministry  must  keep  ahead  of  the  people,  or  they  will  accom- 
plish but  little.  We  nre  gratified  to  know  that  this  Convention 
has  ever  appreciated  the  importance  of  an  educated  ministry, 
and  that  through  its  Educational  Hoard  it  Is  doing  something 
in  this  direction.  Two  young  men  have  been  aided  by  this 
board  at  Howard  College  during  the  last  Session,  and  we  trust, 
that  our  Churches,  by  their  liberal  donations  to  this  Hoard,  will 
enable  it  to  prosecute  this  work  with  increased  vigor.  The  re- 
port of  the  Hoard  of  Trustees  of  Howard  College  represents*  the 
financial  condition  of  that  institution  as  somewhat  more  favor- 
able than  ut  your  last  .Session.  The  debt  has  been  reduced  to 
$-,64t>.  Owing  to  the  great  financial  pressure  in  our  State,  no 
steps  have  been  taken  hy  the  Hoard  looking  to  the  raising  of 
$100,00(1  as  an  endowment  fund,  which  was  recommended  by 
this  Convention  at  its  last  Session.  Your  committee  trusts  that 
the  Hoard  can  now  see  its  way  more  clearly  and  that  it  will  at 
once  put  into  the  field  one  or  more  agents  who  will  secure  a  lib- 
eral endowment  of  the  College. 

The  condition  of  the  College  demands  a  more  vigorous  prose- 
cution of  this  work.  We  must  make  an  earnest  and  systematic 
effort  to  accomplish  It  ■  This  institution  needs  not  only  the 
sympathies  of  our  people,  hut  their  united  und  hearty  support. 
It  now  stands  in  the  front  rank  of  Educational  Institutions  in 
the  State — luferior  to  none,  and  equal  to  any.  Its  grade  of 
scholarship  and  its  manner  of  government  entitle  it  f.o  our  con- 
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(hlei.cc  ami  support.  Wp  ran  cheerfully  iiml  confidently  com- 
mend It  lo  the  patrouge  of  our  people,  lis  worthy  President, 
Dr.  Murfee,  ami  his  Associates,  deserve  lh«  thanks  of  this 
Con  veil  lion  for  tin-  position  ami  rank  t<>  which  they  have  ele- 
vatt'il  our  beloved  Institution. 

But  Brethren,  neither  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Dr.  Murfee,  ami 
hi*  CO-laborera,  nor  any  one  can  huihl  up  a  denominational  In- 
stitution of  this  character  without  students  ami  without 
money. 

The  denomination  must  sustain  it  by  their  patronage,  their 
Influence,  ami  their  donations.  To  be  a  complete  success,  it 
must  be  endowed,  and  Alabama  Baptists  must  endow  it.  Now 
is  the  propitious  time  to  commence  this  work.  Let  us  join  in 
the  great  centennial  movement  that  is  now  ngitating  our  whole 
country,  and  by  a  systematic  persevering  effort  place  Howard 
College  upon  a  svhstaiitial  and  enduring  basis. 

The  debt,  $2,t>4(>.  must  be  provided  for  by  this  Convention.  We 
would  recommend  that  us  much  of  this  as  possible  he  secured, 
at  this  meeting,  and  the  remainder  through  volunteer  agents  in 
each  Church  in  the  State. 

VVearc  ^lad  to  know  that  the  Hoard  of  Trustees  havesecurcd 
Dr.  M.  T.  Sumner  and  his  accomplished  wife  to  take  charge 
of  the  Judson  Female  Institute.  We  trust  that  it  will  con- 
tinue to  educate  the  daughters  of  our  land  with  as  great  suc- 
cess us  it  has  done  in  the  past.  We  congratulate  the  Baptists 
of  Alabama  that  the  Board  of  Trusties  have  had  the  good 
fortune  to  secure   the   services  of  Dr.  Kumner. 

The  Alabama  Central  Female  College,  at  Tuscaloosa,  we  are 
gratified  to  know,  is  doing  well  under  the  management  of  our 
Bro.  Lanneau.     It  is  out  of  debt  and  in  a  prosperous  condition. 

There  are  matters  connected  with  our  educational  inter- 
ests that  we  would  respectfully  bring  to  tin*  attention  of  this 
body.  We  have  one  Baptist  Male  College  in  Alabama— the 
Howard.  This  is  enough  for  our  present  wants,  and  if  patron* 
ized,  as  it  deserves  and  should  be  by  our  denomination  through- 
out the  State,  it  could  he  amply  sustained,  even  without  an  en- 
dowment. 

There  is  also  great  need  of  Denominational  High  (Schools 
both  male  and  female.  iSuch  schools  would  a/lord  to  many, 
whose  circumstances  will  not  allow  them  to  attend  Institutions 
of  higher  grade,  the  facilities  for  obtaining  a  good  education, 
and  at  the  same  time  prepare  others  to  receive  greater  advan- 
tages at  our  Colleges.'  On  both  these  accounts  we  assure  breth- 
ren, who  may  be  engaged  in  this  important  public  and  denom- 
inational service,  of  our  hearty  sympathy  and  co-operation. 
But  desirable  and  necessary  as  such  High  Schools  are,  the  Con- 
vention advise  that  efforts  to  establish  such  schools  be  not  al- 
lowed to  interfere  with  the  plan  to  endow  Howard  College  du- 
ring the  centennial  year.

In  making  this  their  tlilrty-thini  aiiiiual  report  I li<>  Hoard  of 
Trustees  of  Howard  College  have  abundant  reaaon  for  express- 
ing thankfulness  to  (Jod  tor  the  continued  success  that  Iuih 
crowned  their  ellbrts  to  keep  Howard  College  abreast  with  tho 
And  liiHtltiitioiiH  of  the  country.  The  buildings,  apparatus, 
furniture,  and  everything  connected  with  thin,  your  valuable 
property,  in  In  good  condition  and  ample  for  the  want*  of  a  first 
el  ass  College. 

The  same  corps  of  Instructor*  that  have  labored  so  efficiently 
and  successfully  for  several  years  have  again  been  employed 
for  the  coming  session. 

During  the  past  session  there  were  102  students  in  attend- 
ance, 8  of  whom  were  theological. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  College  is  somewhat  better 
than  it  was  when  we  made  our  last  report :  the  debt  having 
lieen  reduced  by  the  amounts  collected  from  the  subscriptions 
made  at  the  last  Convention.  Hy  the  payment  thus  provided 
for,  an  extension  of  the  debt  was  secured  until  this  fall  or 
winter.  Of  the Mihuerlptlon,  amounting  to $1,(148  25,  made  at 
hist  Convention,  there  is  still  a  balance  due,  which  we  hope  to 
collect  this  fall.  The  indebtedness  of  the  College  now  amounts 
to  $4,646,  To  meet  this  we  have  reliable  assets,  principally  in 
the  form  of  drafts,  to  the  amount  of  $2,000,  Ourdebts  now  un- 
provided for  are  $2,646,  against  $3,306  an  made  in  our  last  report. 
For  the  payment  of  this  halnnce  it  is  necessary  that  the  Con- 
vention make  some  provision  at  its  present  Session.  In  view  of 
the  great  financial  pressure  throughout  the  country,  your  Hoard 
thought  it  best  to  postpone  the  measures  looking  to  an  endow- 
ment, recommended  by  you  at  your  lastHession,  until  this  fall 
when  another  crop  would  be  marketed.  And  now  since  the 
centennial  movement  in  the  cause  of  education  lias  possessed 
and  fired  the  great  Haptist  heart  of  other  States,  may  we  not 
hope  that  in  your  wisdom,  you  will  inaugurate  at  this  meeting 
such  measures  as  shall  cause  the  Raptists  of  Alabama  to  take 
advantage  of  this  unprecedented  occasion  and  show  their  love 
and  appreciation  of  Howard  College  by  putting  fortu  an  effort 
for  its  endowment  second  to  that  of  no  other  State  for  its  insti- 
tution! of  learning?  As  time  advances  the  more  forcibly  are  we 
impressed  with  the  conviction  that  some  endowment  is  an  ab- 
solute necessity,  in  order  to  secure  perpetuity  to  our  cherished 
institution  and  that  uniform  success  which  every  Haptist  In 
the  Btate  should  resolve  it  shall  have.  Thus  also  may  and 
should  facilities  for  a  higher  education  be  more  widely  ex- 
tended among  our  people.

APPENDIX  G. 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CENTENNIAL. 
Civil  and  religious  liberty  are  so  Intimately  conjoined  in  the 
textureof  our  national  and  State  governments  as  to  be  lnse  - 
arabe.    They  can  only  exist  together.    The  near  approach  of 
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the  century  of  our  national  independence  presents  one  of  those 
rare  conjunctures  in  which  religion  and  patriotism  may  unite 
in  such  services  as  may  endear  and  promote  alike  the  institu- 
tions of  our  country  and  the  cause  of  Christ.  But  no  class 
of  our  people  have  so  much  cause  to  hail  and  celebrate  that 
occasion  as  the  Baptist  denomination.  The  pen  of  history  lias 
already  accorded  to  them  the  front  rank  in  those  agencies  that 
invoked  the  revolutionary  struggle,  and  prosecuted  it  to  u  suc- 
cessful issue.  Mr.  Bancroft  but  speaks  the  simple  truth  when 
he  affirms  that  "religious  liberty,  in  its  most  comprehensive 
sense,  was  from  the  first  the  trophy  of  the  Baptist."  Stand- 
ing literally  alone,  at  one  period  of  that  struggle,  they  never 
ceased  their  efforts  until  the  last  vestige  of  the  union  of  Church 
and  State  was  wiped  from  the  laws  of  Virginia.  For  even 
after  our  Independence  was  achieved,  the  enemies  of  religious 
liberty  planted  themselves  upon  the  glebe  laws  of  that  fc tate, 
and  maintained  the  conflict  with  our  fathers  for  about  twenty 
years.  Taking  their  stand  upon  the  broad  principle  that  the 
Bride  of  Christ  neither  deserved  nor  asked  for  any  dowcry  from 
earthly  governments,  they  never  abated  their  zeal  until  the  Ood 
whom  they  served  rewarded  them  with  triumphant  success. 

As  the  United  States  as  a  distinct  government,  was  the  first 
that  ever  recognized  the  principle  of  religious  liberty  in  its 
broadest  sense  for  the  lirst  time  in  the  history  of  the  world, 
and  as  our  Baptist  fathers  were  mainly  Influential  In  securing 
this  result,  this  divorce  of  Church  and  State,  this  assertion  of 
the  doctrine  that  "where  the  dominion  of  the  conscience  begins 
tlie  dominion  of  the  secular  power  ends,"  is  it  not  a  duty  we 
owe  to  their  memory,  as  well  as  to  our  country  and  to  religion 
to  show  in  some  substantial  form  our  Appreciation  of  services 
ho  sacred  and  invaluable? 

In  the  light  of  these  facts,  it  is  eminently  becoming  in  us, 
as  the  descendants  of  a  patriotic  and  christian  ancestry,  to 
commemorate  their  achievements  in  some  enduring  form,  that, 
while  it  will  be  a  perpetual  reminder  of  their  mighty  deeds,  will 
serve  as  well  to  advance  the  highest  and  noblest  interests  of 
Church  and  State.  Ami  in  all  the  objects  which  appeal  to  our 
benevolent  concern,  we  can  think  of  none  so  worthy  of  a  grand 
centenary  offering  as  the  endowment  of  Howard  College, 
whether  viewed  in  the  light  of  a  patriotic  or  christian  service: 
The  noblest  earthly  and  the  noblest  heavenly  motives  combine 
to  point  out  this  as  the  object  to  share  the  results  of  this 
movement. 

We  therefore  recommend  the  appointment  of  a  Central  Cen- 
tennial Committee,  composed  of  one  member  from  each  Asso- 
ciation in  the  State  and  an  Kxecutlve  Committee  at  the  seat  of 
operations,  who  shall  organize  at  once  with  the  view  of  com- 
mencing an  active  canvass  of  the  State.  To  facilitate  the  work, 
this  central  committee  should  see  to  it  that  sub-committees  ure 
appointed  in  each  Association  in  the  Slate,  charged  with  the 
grateful  duty  of  seeing  that  every  church  in  the  bounds  of  each 
body  Hhall  l»c  canvassed,  until  every  Baptist  in  the  State  is  fur- 
nished with  an  opportunity  of  contributing  to  this  fund.  Bu- 
foro  this  Convention  rises,  we  think  it  wise  to  appoint  brethren 
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to  visit,  aH  nearly  aM   possible,   every    Association   In  the  State 
thin  fall,  to  secure  their  united  cooperation. 

A  (ieiieral  Agent  to  take  charge  of  the  whole  work  in  quite 
essential  to  !(■<  success. 

Am  to  the  plan  of  operations,  Him  perhapH  had  better  he  left 
to  the  central  committee  and  the  general  agent.  We  suggest, 
however,  that  it  is  practical  to  secure  aw  much  an  $1  from  every 
Baptist  In  the  Slate,  or  at  least  (lie  equivalent  of  that.  Of 
ooume  there  are  brethren  who  will  do  touch  more  than  this, 
but  others  may  do  nothing,  At  all  events,  let  us  not  abate  our 
efforts,  until  the  equivalent  of  this  amount  is  raised.  There 
nro  not  less  than  75.000  Baptists  in  our  State,  and  not  less  than 
300,000  persons  under  their  influence,  win*  would  materially  aid 
In  this  movement,  and  if  the  friends  of  the  Convention  will  do 
all  their  duty,— in  writing,  speaking,  canvassing,— In  the  forth 
putting  of  one  combined,  united,  vigorous  eflbrt  thiotighout 
the  State,  it  can  be  done  without  a  doubt,and  with  comparative 
case.  And  is  there  a  Baptist  minister  in  the  State  thin  would 
not  he  willing  to  devote  one  month's  active  service  to  this  work 
as  a  gratuity  V  I«  there  a  church  that  would  not  give  up  its 
pastor  with  alacrity  to  aid  in  so  glorious  an  enterprise? 

Such  a  grand  opportunity  to  do  so  great  a  work  cannot  occur 
again  for  a  century;  and  to  allow  It  to  pass  unimproved  would 
betray  a  moral  delinquency  of  which  there  could  be  no  atone- 
ment. Sustaining  such  relations  to  the  past  as  well  as  to  the 
future— accepting  responsibilities  which  whether  viewed  retro- 
spectively  or  prospectively,  arc  alike  crushing,  and  una  void- 
aide.  Wo  are  most  exactly  in  that  position  to  perform  the  no- 
ble work  which  it  is  the  privilege  of  any  generation  to  accom- 
plish. Let  us  therefore  "play  the  man  for  our  people,  and  for 
the  citleH  of  our  (led,  and  the  Lord  do  what  secmeth  unto  Him 
good."  Trusting  to  Ilim,  and  doing  our  duty,  success  is  In- 
evitable.

Bailey  accepted  the  position  and  entered  the  Held  about 
the  1st  of  January,  and  sinco  that  time  be  has  with  great  ac- 
tivity and  zeal  gone  Into  many  parts  of  the  State,  parsing 
through  several  of  our  Associations,  visiting  the  churches  and 
arousing  our  people  to  a  sense  of  their  obligations  and  impress- 
ing the  importance  of  the  claims  of  our  denominational  enter- 
prises. We  have  the'fullest  evidence  that  his  labors  have  been 
gratefully  acceptable  to  our  brethren  and  largely  blessed  of  the 
Lord.  Most  cheering  and  encouraging  reports  come  to  the 
Board  from  all  regions  where  be  has  gone.  His  views  of  the 
Sabbath  School   work  as  comprehending  the   whole  church,

The  extreme  scarcity  of  money  in  the 
country  at  the  time  subscriptions  should  be  renewed,  as  man- 
ifested by  the  great  number  of  applications  from  pastors  and 
others  for  an  extension  of  time  until  fall,  for  this  or  that  person 
who  is  perfectly  reliable, — caused  the  managers  of  the  Alabama 
Baptist  to  give  as  much  latitude  in  this  direction  as  could  safe- 
ly be  done  in  justice  to  the  best  iuterestw  of  the  paper.  Should 
these  subscriptions  be  collected  this  fall,  there  will  lie  a  balance 
on  hand. 

When  we  consider  the  terrible  pecuniary  oppression  that

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mont  <>f  the  paper,  and  tiinf  ims  continued  over  since,  we  have 
abundant  reason  fur  thankfulness  tlmt  wu  are  enabled  to  make 
tlit*  above  financial  statement.

APPENDIX  J. 
REPORT  ON  HOME   MISSIONS. 
In  Alabama,   dwell   about    one  million   of  souls.     Of  these, 
about  seventy-five  thousand  are  Baptists.    Connected  with   all 

other  denominations  together  are  about  the  same  number, 
These  two  numbers  added  together  make  one  bundled  and 
fifty  thousand,  which  is  about  the  number  of  church  members 
of  all  denominations  in  the  State.  There  remains  therefore 
about  eight  hundred  thousand  souls  in  our  State  who  do  not 
profess  religion.  Making  allowance  for  the  number  of  infants, 
there  are  probably  not  less  than  three-fourths  of  a  million  of 
souls  iu  Alabama  who  are  without  a  knowledge  of  the  way 
of  life. 

And  when  we  remember  the  small  proportion  of  our  people 
wbo  are  actively  engaged  in  their  christian  and  denominational 
duty,  the  picture  becomes  far  more  gloomy,  yet,  there  are  some 
lines  of  light  to  encourage  God's  faithful  few.  The  thirtieth 
annual  report  of  the  Home  Mission  Hoard  presented  to  the  last 
Southern  Baptist  Convention,  moves  us  with  the  sentiment— 
What  hath  (Jod  wrought?  We  would  be  pleased  to  make  en- 
couraging extracts  from  this  report  into  ours,  did  time  and 
space  permit.  It  may  be  said  without  extravagance,  that  no 
man's  labors  and  success,  bring  stronger  claims  on  the  grateful 
appreciation  of  the  Baptists  of  Alabama  and  of  the  South,  than 
that  which  they  are  due  to  the  retiring  Secretary  of  the 
Home  Mission  Hoard.  Nor  do  we  believe  it  will  be  an  easy 
matter  to  supply  the  place  of  Bro.  Sumner  in  the  interests  of 
the  Board.  His  resignation,  therefore,  we  regard  as  a  misfor- 
tune to  these  interests.  We  can  but  express  our  pleasure  in  the 
fact  that  our  Brother  so  distinguished  for  his  ability  to  do  good, 
has  been  retained  in  our  State,  where  his  talents  and  counsels 
can  yet  bo  enjoyed  by  us. 

Your  committee  would  express  the  earnest  hope  that  the  in- 
terests of  this  department  of  our  christian  enterprise  shall  not 
be  forgotten  or  diminished  by  this  Convention  and  Alabama 
Baptists.  For  it  cannot  he  denied,  that  on  the  existence  and 
prosperity  of  this  Board,  hang  in  a  very  great  measure,  the  ex- 
istence and  prosperity  of  the  ftjouthern  Baptist  Convention.    In 
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ho  fur,  therefore,  as  the  whole  of  our  separate  organization  as 
Southern  Baptists  may  lie  sacred  to  eaeli   Baptist  heart,  bo  far

There  is  much  to  do,  little  comparatively  is  being  done,  ami  a 
great  deal  before  us  which  we  would  be  able,  with  unity  in  du- 
ty, to  do. 

Ill  conclusion,  we  express  the  confident  hope  and  belief,  that 
a  brighter,  better  day  is  dawning  on  the  Baptist*  of  Alabama. 
We  are  now  one.  The  middle  walls  of  these  mountainous  bar- 
riers between  North  and  South  Alabama  are  penetrated  by  the 
railroads,  and  we  live  neighbors,  who  once  were  strangers. 

Brethren,  let  us  work— work  toirether,  all  work,  each  work, 
work  faithfully  and  patiently.  Then  shall  Alabama  feel  and 
see  what  we  are,  and  wlint  we  can  do,  and  what,  by  God's 
grace  aud  for  his  glory,  we  will  do.

ARTICLE  I. — This  body  shall  be  known  by  the  name  of  "The  Baptist  State 
Convention  of  Alabama ;"  and  shall  be  composed  of  delegates  from  Baptist 
Associations  and  Churches,  and  from  Missionary  or  other  lienevolcnt  Soci- 
eties; provided  that  such  delegate!  shall  be  members  of  Haptist  Churches,  in 
good  standing. 

ARTICLE  11. — The  officers  of  the  Convention  shall  lx-  a  President,  First  and 
Second  Vice  Presidents,  a  Recording  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer,  together  with 
a  Hoard  of  Directors,  as  hereinafter  named,  who  shall  be  elected  at  each  an- 
nual meeting,  and  who  shall  hold  their  offices  until  their  successors  arc 
elected. 

Article  III.— The  President,  or  In  case  of  his  absence,  one  of  the  Vice 
Presideuts,  in  their  order,  shall  preside  at  all  the  deliberations  of  the  Conven- 
tion, and  discharge  the  duties  usually  imposed  upon  an  executive  officer  of 
deliberative  bodies. 

ARTICLE  IV.—The  Secretary  shall  make  a  fair  record  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  Convention,  and  soon  after  the  rising  of  each  regular  meeting  of  the  body, 
shall  attend  to  the  printing  and  distribution  of  the  Minutes  of  the  same,  of 
which  he  shall  preserve  a  file— which  file  shall  constitute  I  he  authentic  record 
of  the  Convention.  Me  shall  also  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  body. 
For  his  services  he  may  receive  a  reasonable   compensation. 

ARTICLE  V.— The  Treasurer  shall  take  charge  of  the  funds  of  the  Conven- 
tion, and  hold  the  same  subject  to  the  order  of  this  body,  or  of  the  Hoard  of 
Directors  during  the  recess  of  the  Convention  ;  and  he  shall  make  an  annual 
report  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures,  which  shall  be  audited  and  published 
with  the  Minutes. 

ARTICLE  VI.— The  President,  Vice  Presidents,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer, 
with  nine  other  brethren,  shall  compote  the  Board  of  Directors,  five  of  whom 
shall  form  a  quorum  authorized  to  transact  any  business  of  the  Convention  du- 
ring the  recess  thereof,  and  shall  report  their  proceedings  at  each  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  VII.— The  President  shall  have  power  to  call  a  meeting  of  ihe 
Hoard  whenever  the  exigency  of  the  circumstances  may.  in   his  Judgment,  re- 

quire  the  same. 

ARTICLE  VIII.— The  business  of  this  Convention  shnll  be.  to  encourage  and 
promote  by  nil  pi'opcr  means,  the  following  objects,  viz  ;-Foreign,  Domestic 
and  Indian  Missions;  Bible  Translation  and  Distribution;  The  Publication 
and  Distribution  of  Religious  Books.  Tracts  and  Periodicals  ;  Sunday  Schools; 
The  Education  of  the  Youth  of  the  country,  and  especially  that  of  Ministers  of 
the  Gospel;  and  all  other  objects  sanctioned  in  the  Gospel ;  Provided,  that 
such  persons  only  as  arc  in  indigent  circumstances,  shall  be  received  as  bene- 
ficiaries of  the  Institutions  of  learning  under  the  patronage  of  the  Convention; 
Provided  further,  that  all  applicants  for  aid  shall  undergo  an  examination  as 
to  their  hope  In  Christ  and  call  to  the  Ministry,  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  or 
a  Committee,  appointed  by  the  same,  before  they  are  accepted  as  bene- 
ficiaries. 
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ARTICLE  IX.— The  Convention  shall  have  the  supreme  cnWul  of  nny  Lit- 
erary or  Theological  Institution,  which  has  been,  or  u,iay  hereafter  be  Origi- 
nated In  this  body  ;  and  it  shall  choose  for  suchinstitntion  a  Hoard  of  twenty- 
four  Trustees,  to  serve  for  six  yean  ;  of  whom  one-third  shall  go  out  of  office 
biennially  ;  and  the  said  Trustees  shall,  on  all  occasions,  he  subject  to  the  con- 
tiol  of  the  Convention,  and  make  an  annual  report  to  this  body  rJh  the  state  of 
inch  Institution, 

ARTICLE  X. — The  Convention  may  receive  funds  from  all  such  persons  rfs 
may  be  disposed  to  aid  in  any  of  the  benevolent  purposes  mentioned  in  the  8th 
Article,  and  it  shall  faithfully  apply  funds  contributed,  to  the  objects  which  may 
be  designated  by  the  donors— a  portion,  however,  being  taken  pro  rota  from 
the  same  for  contingent  expenses,  in  the  event  of  the  insufficiency  of  the  gen- 
eral fund  for  that  purpose. 

ARTJCLE  XI. — The  Convention  may  employ  agents,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  make  collections,  obtain  subscriptions  from  societies,  solicit  Churches  and 
Associations  to  unite  with  the  Convention,  and  to  further  all  the  objects  of  this 
body. 

AKTICLU  XII. — The  Convention  shall  have  power  to  send  delegates  to  'he 
Southern  Baptist  Convention,  and  to  any  other  assembly  with  which,  ic  its 
wisdom,  it  may  wish  to  communicate. 

AktICI.f.  XIII. — The  Convention  shall  hold  its  meetings  at  such  time  and 
place  as  it  shall,  from  time  to  time,  appoint. 

ARTICLE  XIV. — Any  Church,    Association  or  Society,   as  prescribed   in  the 
1st  Article,  contributing  any  sum,   through  the  Convention,    to  one  or  more  of  ' 
the  objects  specified  in  the  8th  Article,  may  be  represented  in  this  body,  as  fol- 
lows : — Each  Association  may  have  ten  delegates,  and  each  Church  or  Benevo- 
lent Society,  five. 

ARTICLE  XV. — Any  individual  member  of  a  Baptist  Church,  in  good  stand- 
ing, may  be  voted  a  life  member,  by  the  contribution  of  %\cw,  at  one  time,  to 
any  of  the  objects  of  this  Convention.  The  Convention  may,  at  its  pleasure, 
vote  any  brother  a  life  member,  in  consideration  of  long  and  eminent  ser- 
vices. 

ARTICLE  XVI. — The  funds  of  this  Convention  shall  consist  of  voluntary 
contributions  or  donations,  and  not  otherwise. 

ACT1CLE  XVII.— The  Convention  disclaims  all  right  of  exercising  authority 
over  any  Church  or  Association,  hereby  acknowledging  that  every  Church  is 
independent,  and,  within  its  own  sphere,  is  accountable  to  no  body  of  men  on 
earth. 

ARTICLE  XVIII. — This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended,  by  the 
concurrence  of  three-fourths  of  the  members  present  at  any  annual  meeting, 
but  not  so  as  to  infringe  the  17th  Article. 

ARTICLE  XIX.— All  amendments  or  alterations  of  thin  Constitution  shall  lw 
proposed  at  one  session,  and  acted  upon  at  the  next,
